This column is being written 
with reluctance and exuber¬ 
ance . . . reluctance because it 
will be the last "This World" 
column to appear in The News 
due to ill health which has fol¬ 
lowed our auto accident of a 
few months ago. Exuberance 
because Harry Elwood, the new 
editor and publisher, will carry 
on many of the objectives and 
plans which we in the two 
years of our ownership have 
been unable to complete. 


Sale of The Sierra Madre News to Harry and Frances Elwood 
of Buffalo, N. Y„ was announced this week by Edgar and 
Virginia Jenkinson who purchased the nearly half-century-old 
newspaper Sept. 1, 1953. 

The new publisher of The News is 32 years of age and for 
the last three years has been on the staff of the Buffalo Courier- 
Express where he was assigned to the important post of labor 
reporter. 

Mr. Elwood is a graduate of 
the University of Pittsburgh 
and the Medill School of Jour¬ 
nalism, Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity. His practical journalism 
has been earned on such papers 
as the Chicago Herald-Ameri- 
can, Hammond Times, Ham¬ 
mond, Ind., and the Valley 
News, Tarentum, Pa. His biog¬ 
raphy also includes 37 months 
with the Army and participa¬ 
tion in the Battle of the Bulge. 

Mrs. Elwood is a graduate 
of the Indiana State Teachers 
College, has taken graduate 
work at the University of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and for seven years 
taught home economics. 

The Elwoods are the parents 
of one son, Jay, age 9 months. 
They will reside at 240 E. 
Alegria. 

“We have long sought a 
weekly newspaper such as The 
News and we are happy to be¬ 
come a part of the community 
life here. Both my wife and I 
have lived in small towns and 
because of this we are glad to 
return to one with our young 
son,” Elwood said. 

The Jenkinsons before com¬ 
ing to Sierra Madre lived in 
New York City for two years. 
Prior to that time Mr. Jenkin¬ 
son was in the banking field 
and for eight years practiced 
as a registered public account¬ 
ant with offices in Lancaster, 
Calif. 

Mrs. Jenkinson edited weekly 
newspapers in Lancaster and 
Columbus, Neb., and did fea¬ 
ture work for the Kansas City 
Star, Des Moines Register, 
Omaha World-Herald and other 
midwestern papers. 

The News, one of Southern 
California’s oldest newspapers, 
was owned by members of the 
Ward family from 1944 to 1953. 
In 1944 Clifford Ward, Sr., pur¬ 
chased it from L. E. Goshorn. 
In 1946 Clifford “Pete” Ward 
joined the staff of the paper as 
manager and in 1949, following 
the death of the senior Ward, 
“Pete” became publisher. In 
1951, Mrs. lone Ward sold the 
paper to her son. 

The Jenkinsons will stay with 
the new owners for the next 
few weeks and have made no 
definite plans for the future 
beyond taking a vacation. They 
expect, however, to remain in 
the community, following a 
“breathing spell.” 


DEBATE CHANGE 
OF VISTA AVE. 


Will the street in the north¬ 
east corner of Sierra Madre 
now known as Vista Ave. be 
changed to Selva Ave.? Debate 
on this question, which started 
several weeks ago, continued at 
Tuesday’s Council meeting as 
councilmen reviewed the letters 
of 13 persons in favor of the 
change; 10 against it. 

Public hearings on the pro¬ 
posal were scheduled for the 
near future. 

City Administrator Bevington 
said that a million maps al¬ 
ready published in Los Angeles 
County would add to map read¬ 
ers’ confusion for a period of 
at least a year. Also, he argued, 
cost to the City in changing 
its own maps and documents 
would be considerable. 

But the appearance of the 
name “Vista” 50 times in Coun¬ 
ty territory, he pointed out, was 
an important factor favoring 
the change. It was the most fre¬ 
quently used street name in 
the metropolitan area, he said. 

John O. Almen, 1915 Vista, 
said that deliveries and serv¬ 
ices often were delayed by sev¬ 
eral hours because of difficulty 
in locating the street. Not 
knowing that a portion of Sier¬ 
ra Madre lies east of Santa 
Anita Ave., most persons at¬ 
tempted to locate his home on 
Vista Circle Drive, he said.

Calls Meeting Oct. 6 Christmas 


All persons interested in the future of Sierra Madre's schools 
are urged to attend the important public meeting being called 
by the Civic Affairs Association Thursday evening, Oct. 6, at 8 
o'clock in the Sierra Madre School, 141 W. Highland. 

Superintendent of Schools 
Charles A. Skutt will speak on 
“Where Do the Sierra Madre 
School Tax Dollars Go” and in 
his talk he will explain where 
Sierra Madre school tax money 
goes from kindergarten through 
junior college. An open forum 
discussion will follow Skutt’s 
address. 

“So important is this subject 
to Sierra Madreans today that 
the cafeteria has been reserved 
for the meeting,” John Curtis, 
chairman of the Civic Affairs 
Association, told The News to¬ 
day. 

“We are asking that resi¬ 
dents of the city who are inter¬ 
ested in maintaining the high 
standard of Sierra Madre 
schools and who would like to 
see the restoration of essential 
features which have been cur¬ 
tailed since the defeat of the 
school tax increase, be present,” 
Curtis said. 

The Civic Affairs Association 
which is composed of a repre¬ 
sentative group of Sierra Ma¬ 
dreans was formed for the pur¬ 
pose of investigating the Sierra 
city’s school needs and to urge 
the Sierra Madre Board of Trus¬ 
tees to again place a new 
school tax rate proposal before 
the voters. 

The association points out 
that the Sierra Madre schools 
have a splendid record of 
achievement and that during 
the last 10 years student en¬ 
rollment and the number of 
teachers employed have ap¬ 
proximately doubled at a con¬ 
sistently lower than county 
average pupil educational cost. 

“It is not reasonable to ex¬ 
pect that 1955 educational 
standards can be maintained 
on a 1935 basis of educational 
cost,” Mr. Curtis said. 

The Board of Trustees has set 
Jan. 31, 1956, as the date for 
school tax increase election. A 
series of public meetings for 
the purpose of informing Sierra 
Madreans of the need for the 
hike in tax are scheduled by 
the Civic Affairs Association 
during the coming months with 
the first meeting Wednesday. 


Council Meets 
Stalemate on 
Street Work 


California Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. please note: Mrs. Ed¬ 
ward L. Cook reports that her 
mother and father, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. K. Keyes of Huntington 
Park, brought her a gift from 
Oklahoma.

Further snags developed at 
Tuesday’s City Council meeting 
in the long awaited repaving 
of portions of Manzanita, Ra¬ 
mona, Fairview, Carter and 
Michillinda. The County Road 
Commissioner refused to accept 
the City’s request for $22,690.67 
of gasoline tax funds, stating 
that he cannot act on this re¬ 
quest until the County Board of 
Supervisors adopts a definite 
policy specifying requirements 
to be met. 

According to City Administra¬ 
tor Bevington and Council 
members, this subject affecting 
all County cities has been 
“footballed” since last Decem¬ 
ber. At that time the City con¬ 
fidently expected the availabil¬ 
ity of these funds, as in past 
years. Revenue from gasoline 
taxes always has been allocat¬ 
ed to California cities in pro¬ 
portion to size, for street im¬ 
provement. 

Disappointment arose last 
December when County author¬ 
ities suddenly announced that 
no gas tax funds would be ap¬ 
portioned to streets which did 
not accommodate County-wide 
traffic. 

....City Attorney Cornyn was re¬ 
quested to draft a resolution 
calling upon the Board of 
Supervisors to adopt a definite 
policy without further delay.

New store fronts in the down¬ 
town Sierra Madre business 
scene soon will be supplied by 
Roberts Market at its long es¬ 
tablished Baldwin Avenue- 
Sierra Madre Boulevard address 
and by new constructions at 
the southeast corner of the 
boulevard at Lima Street where 
P. M. Messe is building four 
retail establishments which are 
expected to be completed by 
Nov. 15. 

According to Harold Roberts, 
City Councilman and grocer of 
many years reputation here, 
the expansion of his store’s 
Shopping area will include ex¬ 
tensions not only for the mar¬ 
ket itself, but also for the 
produce department, the meat 
counter which later may ben¬ 
efit its customers with a self- 
service division, and new space 
for the Wistaria Bake Shop. 

The market’s area improve¬ 
ments, now under construction 
at an expenditure estimated at 
75 to 100 thousand dollars, are 
blueprinted for new enclosures 
of 72-inch walls and 5-foot 
glass windows, three adequate 
entrances, enlarged shoppers’ 
facilities totaling 1500 square 
feet, new check-out stands 
whereby customers may sim¬ 
plify their shopping in all de¬ 
partments, plus complete heat¬ 
ing and cooling systems 
throughout the store. 

Much of the expansion, orig¬ 
inally designed by Roberts and 
developed through store - plan¬ 
ning experts, will be accom¬ 
plished by moving the market’s 
front to, or beyond, the edge of 


the old sidewalk line within 
the front parking area. At the 
far corner of the front lot, on 
the boulevard-avenue intersec¬ 
tion, there will be erected a 
20-foot sign announcing the 
home of "The Green Frog,” 
Roberts Market, and the Wis¬ 
taria Bake Shop. 

Parking capacity, if affected 
at all, will amount to no more 
than the loss of one car space 
—with the parking area behind 
the store still remaining within 
easy access. 

The 4-store development by 
Messe at Lima St. and Sierra 
Madre Blvd. may contain a 
cleaning and laundry shop, to 
be operated by his nephew, 
Charles Lane; a shoe repair 
shop, and other enterprises con¬ 
sidered by persons who have 
shown an interest in the loca¬ 
tion—such as barbers, electri¬ 
cians, the operators of a “Do- 
Nut Shop,” or restaurateurs. 

The store located on the 
western side will have an 18- 
foot frontage and will be 55 
feet deep with a basement 10 
by 20 feet, according to Messe. 
The others will measure 10 by 
60 feet, 11 by 65, and 18 by 75, 
he says. 

Messe, who with his wife, 
Jennie, their daughter and son- 
in-law, has lived at 734 Fair- 
view for the past 18 months, 
previously was in the dry 
cleaning and laundry business 
in Lake Geneva, Wis., for 35 
years. In 1936 he was president 
of the Lake Geneva Chamber 
of Commerce.

Since the first story appeared 
in The News two weeks ago 
about Eugene “Beans” Colbert,

have tried to reach them to in¬ 
vest in their venture. When the 
five bachelors proved difficult 
to find during the day, because 
they are working at various 
jobs almost to the last minute 
of departure, Ralph Hurwit of 
Ralph’s Shoe Store, 41 N. Bald¬ 
win, offered to act as go-be¬ 
tween. Through Hurwit, the 
uranium hunters now have five 
investors of $100 apiece in one 
grubstake, with further inqui¬ 
ries still developing, according 
to Hurwit. 

As a result, more than one 
person in town is asking: “What 
is a grubstake, and how does 
it work?”

This count, consoli¬ 
dated monthly from reports by 
Federal, State and local au¬ 
thorities, is expected to ap¬ 
proximate the previously esti¬ 
mated total of 50,000 to 60,000 
addicts in the next two to three 
years. 

This survey shows that four 
out of five addicts are men. 
More than half of all addicts 
are 21-30 years of age; most of 
those under 21 years of age are 
at least 18 years old. Juvenile 
addiction is not a major prob¬ 
lem except in a few areas, 
where it is part of the overall 
juvenile delinquency situation. 

Most addicts live in cities of 
1,000,000 or more population— 
New York City, Chicago and 
Los Angeles are the principal 
centers. There the greatest 
strength of the Bureau of Nar¬ 
cotics is massed for close coor¬ 
dination with State and local 
enforcement authorities. 

More than 75 per cent of all 
addicts prefer heroin, which is 
smuggled into the United States 
largely from Red China, Leba¬ 
non and Mexico, and from 
clandestine heroin laboratories 
in Europe. Addiction to heroin 
and other opiates is found 
chiefly among the lower social 
levels, but addiction to syn¬ 
thetic narcotics is highest 
among certain professional and 
subprofessional groups. 

The history of social malad¬ 
justment, including criminal 
experience, of many addicts 
makes treatment and rehabili¬ 
tation extremely difficult and 
frequently discouraging because 
most of them lack sufficient 
moral stamina for permanent 
cure. Effective treatment of ad¬ 
diction should be administered 
with addicts under legal re¬ 
straint in institutions equipped 
with specially trained medical 
and nursing staffs and with 
adequate occupational and rec¬ 
reational therapy, for at least 
four and one-half to six months 
in the hope of fitting the vic¬ 
tims for wholesome living and 
separating them from their for¬ 
mer undesirable associates, who 
were probably largely respon¬ 
sible for their addiction. 

Long prison sentences im¬ 
posed by judges in various lo¬ 
calities have suppressed the 
traffic. A recent example is 
that reported by Federal Judge 
J. Frank McLaughlin, of Hono¬ 
lulu, who wrote: “As a result 
of seeing eye to eye with Judge 
Wiig regarding narcotic ped¬ 
dlers, things are tough here¬ 
abouts for addicts these days. 
After a few 10-year sentences 
the boys folded up.” 

A similar situation existed in 
Seattle, Wash., where Federal 
judges by imposing heavy sen¬ 
tences have brought the illicit 
narcotic traffic under control.

The time has come when we 
must bend every effort to bring 
the physically devastating and 
illicit narcotic traffic under 
control. Investigations current¬ 
ly under way across the nation 
have revealed some ’surprising 
facts, which I am preparing in 
this guest column at the re¬ 
quest of Congressman Edgar W.

President Eisenhower’s Inter¬ 
departmental Committee o n 
Narcotics is making a thorough 
study of the narcotic problem 
primarily to formulate admin¬ 
istrative policy and to make 
recommendations to the Con¬ 
gress. 

A Senate Subcommittee on 
Narcotics, headed by Senator 
Price Daniel, held hearings in 
Washington and is continuing 
hearings in eight other principal 
cities where illicit drug traffc 
is heaviest. This Committee will 
probably publish its final re¬ 
port by the end of 1955. 

Last June, Canada, which has 
a somewhat parallel narcotic 
situation, completed a similar

GARDEN 

NOTES 

TULIPS AND HYACINTHS 

Bulb gardens can be plan¬ 
ned and planted effectively 
both in formal or informal ar¬ 
rangements and two of the best 
“double-personality” bulb flow¬ 
ers for such plantings are the 
Tulip and the Hyacinth. 

Though they are both most 
often thought of as formal, 
rather dignified looking flow¬ 
ers, Tulips and Hyacinths can 
be very pleasingly planted in 
drifts, scattered in pairs or 
groups along paths, in amongst 
rocks, in clumps under trees. 
And with the wide range of col¬ 
ors both flowers afford, your 
garden need never be a drab 
place even in early spring, says 
the California Association of 
Nurserymen. 

Both the Tulip and the Hya¬ 
cinth should be set into the 
ground in the next few weeks. 
The Hyacinth (Hyacinthus Ori- 
entalis) enjoys light, enriched 
soil and plenty of sun, although 
it will tolerated shade, and can 
be planted through December. 
Set the bulbs in five or six 
inches deep and that far apart 
from each other. To enrich the 
planting soil add bonemeal 
close to planting time. Put a 
handful of coarse sand at the 
base of each bulb when plant¬ 
ing in heavy soil. 

Ground planted Hyacinths 


will burst open in blooms of 
cream, white, pink and various 
blues and purples in March 
and April. You can force ear¬ 
lier blooms—by January—by 
growing in pots. The variety' of 
Roman Hyacinth (albulus) 
blooms with narrow leaves and 
loose spikes of white and blue 
flowers in February. 

For first-of-the-year Hyacinth 
blooms plant one bulb to each 
deep five-inch pot ... so that 
th£ tip of the bulb protrudes 
above the soil in the pot. Sink 
the pots in peat or shavings 
and cover with three inches of 
peat or shavings until roots 
appear through the drainage 
holes of the pot. Then set the 
pots in light and if buds appear 
while the stems are still short 
place cardboard collars around 
the plants to draw the stems 
up. These pot-grown Hyacinths 
can be pla'ced in terraces or 
patios or brought into the 
house to add warmth and color. 

The variety of blossoms and 
colors in the Tulip family is 
very great . . . and you have 
your pick of blooming time, 
too. Tulips begin blooming in 
April. , Culture requirements 
vary some for each type. In 
general, however, Tulips of all 
types appreciate full sun except 
in areas where May tempera- 
ures are very high. Plant the 
bulbs four to five inches apart 
and two and one-half times as 
deep as the bulb is wide—or 
deeper in warm winter areas 
where planting should be de¬ 


layed from the usual September 
and October period to Novem¬ 
ber. 

Some of the most outstand¬ 
ing Tulips available for all 
sorts of planting effects are the 
Species — the Waterlily (Kauf- 
manniana) lily-shaped, red and 
yellow and its hybrids in com¬ 
binations of yellow, red and 
white; the eichleri, scarlet with 
a black base edged with yel¬ 
low. In the Early Tulip type, 
the Double Earlys bear peony¬ 
like flowers in shades of yel¬ 
low, red, orange and white. 
Parrots of the Late class are 
strange and exotic looking 
sports of the solid color Tulips. 
They feature deeply fringed or 
ruffled petals with striped, 
feathered or flamed markings 
in brilliant color combinations 
salmon-pink, scarlet and 
green; scarlet and white; bright 
blue. 

Choose your Hyacinth and 
Tulip varieties from your local 
nurseryman and plant for beau¬ 
tiful spring bulb gardens now*.

August Employment 
In California 
Highest in History 

California employment in 
August was the highest in the 
state’s history and unemploy¬ 
ment dropped to the lowest 
level in almost two years, it 
is announced in a joint state¬ 
ment released by the Depart¬ 
ment of Industrial Relations 
and the Department of Em¬ 
ployment. 

Ernest B. Webb, Director of 
the Department of Industrial 
Relations, reported that civilian 
employment increased season¬ 
ally by 88,000 from July to a 
record total of 5,258,000 in Au¬ 
gust. This was 209,000, or four 
per cent, above a year ago and 
81,000 higher than the previous 
record established in June this 
year. 

H. W. Stewart, Director of the 
Department of Employment, re¬ 
ported that unemployment de¬ 
clined to 144,000 in August, 
28,000 below July and 62,000 
below August of 1954. This was 
the lowest total since October 
of 1953. Unemployment in Au¬ 
gust was 2.7 per cent of the 
labor force, compared to 3.2 
per cent in July and 3.9 per 
cent in August, 1954.

This 
represented an addition to the 
California work force of 147,000 
since August a year ago.

Rev. George W. Lindsay, 
minister of the church, will 
speak on the theme, “Commit- 
m e n t and Communion.” The 
choir will sing the lovely an¬ 
them by O'Hara, "I Walked 
Today Where Jesus Walked.” 

Last Sunday Mr. Lindsay 
spoke on the topic, “The Treas¬ 
ures of Sierra Madre.” He re¬ 
called the special advantages 
which our community has: the 
ample living space, the friend¬ 
ly sense of neighborliness, the 
quiet beauty, the sturdy pres¬ 
ence of mountains, the cultural 
resources of schools, art groups, 
library, and musical groups. 

“Of all of these,” Mr. Lind¬ 
say said, “we may well be 
proud. But we cannot, we dare 
not, isolate ourselves from the 
rest of the world because of 
them. Living as we do in the 
midst of the most rapidly grow¬ 
ing population area in the 
world, we cannot ignore its 
problems, nor give, as we did 
in the case of the school bonds 
and the two applications for 


homes for homeless children, a 
negative answer. If we do, we 
shall die, first spiritually, then 
intellectually, and finally so¬ 
cially. 

“For the real ‘Treasure of 
Sierra Madre’ is the infinite 
capacity of people to seek truth, 
to respond to beauty, to love 
sacrificially. It lies locked in 
the hearts of all men, and espe¬ 
cially of our children. When we 
kill it in ourselves, or refuse 
to let it grow in our children, 
we are committing spiritual 
suicide. We are called upon to 
think again about where our 
true treasure lies, less these 
other joys become dry husks.”
